A fam ­ 
ily named Jones resides on the 
Willison property in town. 
The victim , a lum berm an and 
tim ber dealer, is survived by 
his wife, Carol, and four young 
children. 
4-Year Dispute 
Constable Iden would not dis­ 
cuss the shooting. He said the 
two men had been quarreling 
over the boundary for about 
four years. Willison lived next 
to Summ erville before moving 
to the Sandy Creek Rd. resi­ 
dence. 
The shooting occurred about 
9:15. Deputy Ralph Drake w as 
the first to arrive in response 
to the constable’s call and took 
Summ erville into custody. Dep­ 
uty Sheriff David Brothers tran s­ 
ported him to the county jail 
at Lisbon.

Autho rities said the arsenal is 
guarded by a civ ilian security 
fo rce emplo y ed by the Defense 
Department. 
An FBI agent said no ne o f the 
sailo rs saw all o f the early 
mo rning Negro intruders. Inv es­ 
tigato rs said o ne o f the gro up 
may hav e been a wo man o r a 
man wearing a wig.

This dip lomatic sp arring may ap p ear to be a 
stalemate on the surface but it isn’t. 
President 
Nix on's counter sug g estion of a U.S.-Sov iet meeting 
rather than an all-Europ ean forum could lead to 
another summit session. 
American and Russia hold awesome p ower ov er 
the future world. Certainly accord is desirable for 
that influence to be p ositiv e rather than destruc­ 
tiv e. 
Discord results in p olicies of containment and 
brinkmanship which the world can do without. 
Lack of contact, lack of p rop osals and ev en lack 
of dip lomatic disag reements, breed disharmony 
which p av es the way to disaster. 
Sup p orters of dip lomatic efforts are not say ing 
all disag reement will be av oided as p rop osals are 
ex chang ed and talks are held. They say merely 
it is bettei to talk than not to talk—ev en thoug h 
the p rocess is tedious. 
THE TENOR OF THE notes between President 
Nix on and Premier Kosy g in also is imp ortant. 
Thoug h their p ositions were made p lain, there 
was no v erbal foot-stamp ing or ultimatum-g iv ing . 
That has not alway s been tre case in U.S.-Sov iet 
relations.

OHIO CITIZENS were told the univ ersity will 
striv e for a “p eaceful, constructiv e autumn, free 
-of the turmoil and v iolence of last sp ring ” 
They were not p romised that v iolence would be 
‘av oided but were informed that the administration 
*g oal is to av oid confrontations by instituting con­ 
structiv e chang e. 
Students were told of the chang es including ex ­ 
p ansion of black p articip ation at both learning and 
teaching lev els, establishment of sup p lemental cam­ 
p us communication channels and p eriodic surv ey s 
of camp us op inion. 
“Better that we should keep ourselv es p osted on 
chang es in student p references throug h student 
p articip ation in committees than student demon­ 
strations in the streets,” President Fawcett said.

I “No one should assume that imp rov ed commun­ 
ication is a p anacea but I am ep rsuaded that thro­ 
ug hout the univ ersity we can imp rov e tne p romp t­

Corn Has Its Day 


The v irulent corn blig ht that is dev astating Mid­ 
west crop s, headache and heartache as it is to 
farmers—and, ev entually , to housewiv es in terms 
of hig her food p rices—at least p rov ides a useful 
lesson in ecolog y to an ecolog y -minded nation. 
What has hap p ened is that a mutant or v ariant 
of a well-known fung us, “helminthosp orium may - 
dis,” has suddenly ap p eared, and Farm er Jones’ 
com, dev elop ed for its resistance to the ordinary 
form of the fung us, is sickening qnd dy ing . 
There has been com blig ht as long as there has 
been com. But in this century , the balance was 
tip p ed in fav or of corn thanks to scientists who 
constantly dev elop ed more resistant hy brids of the 
p lant. Better seeds, better fertilizers, better p esti­ 
cides and better farming methods hav e made corn 
our No. 1 ag ricultural p roduct. 
This was not “ tamp ering ” with nature but ex ­ 
p loiting nature’s own rulebook entitled Ev olution. 
Unfortunately , the blig ht follows the same rules 
and has caug ht up , temp orarily . 
Seed p roducers are hop eful that adequate sup ­ 
p lies of new seed, resistant to the new fung us, will 
be av ailable in time for nex t y ear's p lanting . 
Then the blig ht will hav e to g o back to the lab.

NEW YORK - Jam es Thur- 
ber once inv ented a character 
named Walter Mitty , who had a 
secret life. Peop le would look 
at Walter Mitty and say , “There 
g oes Walter Mitty , who is p lain 
and drab and ap p arently leads 
a p lain, drab life.” 
They were wrong , of course. 
In his mind, Walter was many 
ex citing , wonderful thing s. He 
would sit in his p lain, drab skin 
and imag ine himself as an ex ­ 
citing , wonderful p erson who 
went 
around 
doing 
ex citing , 
wonderful deeds. 
Anastas Goumas is a kind ot 
Walter Mitty . A small man with 
short black hair, round brown 
ey es and one leg that is slig htly 
long er than the other, he does 
not look like a man who has 
done ex citing , wonderful thing s. 
For nearly 10 y ears, the little 
Greek 
mechanic 
wandered 
throug h Europ e buy ing wrecked 
autos, rep airing and reselling 
them. “ I am sav ing to driv e 
around the world,” he said. 
Peop le would look at Anastas 
Goumas, shake their heads, and 
say , ‘There g oes Anastas Gou­ 
mas, who thinks he’s Ferdinand 
Mag ellan.” 
Goumas, 39 , stop p ed In New 
York for rep airs recently , on his 
way throug h North America. 
In the 12 y ears since the idea 
struck him — he was rep airing 
a univ ersal joint at the time—

many thing s hav e hap p ened to 
Goumas. First, he g ot married 
and his wife. Marie, help ed him 
learn 
sev en 
lang uag es 
while 
they sav ed for the trip . 
Then, in early 19 6 8, Goumas 
took out his money bag and 
counted $24,000. It was time, he 
said. He and Marie boug ht a 
black 1962 220 SE Mercedes- 
Benz, lots of camp ing equip ­ 
ment, a camera and a p up p y 
named Boby . They hit the road. 
“Ev ery body 
has 
something 
they want to do with their life,” 
Goumas said. “ My thing , the 
thing I want, is to know this 
p lanet. I want to see its p eop le 
and talk with them.” 
In 32 months, the car has trav ­ 
eled 300,000 miles, worn out 16 
sets of tires and used thousands 
of g allons of g asoline. 
“ We hav e been in 79 coun­ 
tries, 
counting this one,” he 
said, taking time to comment 
on the cleanliness of the south­ 
ern United States. 
A true dip lomat, Goumas al­ 
way s finds something nice to 
sav about ev ery country he v is­ 
its. Sometimes it isn’t easy . 
Somewhere 
between 
Boliv ia 
and Parag uay , for instance, his 
car’s windshield was shattered 
by arrows shot by hostile In­ 
dians. It was in this neig hbor­ 
hood, too, that he and his wife 
were robbed by liig hway men of 
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their clothes, camera and. alas, 
their last $2,000. 
“The p eop le of South Ameri­ 
ca are g ood,” Goumas said, 
“ but p ov erty makes them bad. 
Pov erty is bad. In some coun­ 
tries, I saw p eop le cry ing by 
the road.” 
The 
Goumases 
also 
know 
something 
first - hand 
about 
p ov erty these day s. Since the 
robbery , they hav e been liv ing 
off handouts from v arious Greek 
communities. But Goumas is op ­ 
timistic. 
“If ev ery thing g oes rig ht,” he 
said, “ it should take may be one 
more y ear ” 
The trip naturally beg an with 
Europ e, followed by Africa. In 
West Africa, Goumas caug ht a 
boat to 
Brazil, 
toured South 
America and crossed the equa­ 
tor into North America. Nex t, 
he say s, will be Jap an and Aus­ 
tralia and the trip home throug h 
Asia. 
In sp ite of his economic diffi­ 
culties, Goumas say s he has 
nev er considered turning back. 
At this p oint, back is nearly as 
far from home as front. 
Nev ertheless, he doesn’t p lan 
a second trip around the world. 
“ If we finish this trip ,” he 
said, “ I will start my old job 
like before. I will hav e seen the 
world. What is left to see?”

Life is too p recious in free­ 
dom’s chosen land, and life sud­

This g oes for the statesmen 
as well as the tanned, fit, lean 
kids. The other day I went ov er 
to a Productiv ity Week confer­ 
ence. 
There was my g ood 
friend Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, who 
is Mr. Labor of this Biblical 
land. Thoug h he is known as 
General Secretary of the union 
federation called Histadrut, he 
sp ends sev eral day s a week at 
the Knesset (Parliament) where 
he is a member of the Foreig n 
Affairs and Defense Commit­ 
tees. 
He is a sort of Willy Brandt- 
Harold 
Wilson-Marx -less, 
col­ 
lectiv e-less socialist, 
with a 
small “ s” — 
something 
just 
left of the Tennessee 
Valley 
Authority thoug h he is the en­ 
fant terrible of the loy al op ­ 
p osition inside the g ov ernment. 
And 
there he 
was 
say ing 
that, while the workers must 
hav e their liv ing wag es, “un­ 
reasonable 
strikes 
are 
fase 
socialism.” 
Mr. 
Ben-Aharon 
talks fiercely 
as did 
Walter 
Reuther. But he thinks p racti­ 
cally as does his friend AFL* 
CIO President Georg e Meany . 
The Israeli labor chief is for 
his working 
class 
first, 
last 
and alway s, but more first-est 
he is for his free country , to 
which some day p lentiful milk 
and honey may y et return. 
He is an internationalist la­ 
bor leader, but when Rep ubli­ 
can President Richard Nix on 
said it as it is when question­ 
ed on the Middle East, Mr. 
Ben-Aharon told me that “Your 
President is the only President 
who ev er op enly , 
flatly 
and 
sp ecifically declared 
that the 
rig ht of Israel to ex ist is no 
long er debatable. He was mag ­ 
nificent.” 
But the big story here, thoug h 
not big g er than the g eneral of 
an army besieg ed by Sov iet 
forces and “ 6 0 million Arabs” 
taking time out to debate mini­ 
skirts and 
sideburns, 
is 
the 
fact that Israel 
is 
ready 
to 
counterstrike ag ainst the Red- 
Arab troop s and air forces. 
Israel has the means to shake 
the USSR, ev en as the Jewish 
forces of antiquity in 6 7, 115 
and 135 AD. shook the Roman 
Leg ions. The Jews lost. 
But 
those three wars marked the 
beg inning of the end of the 


and Israel and with the other 
three 
big 
p owers, 
Britain, 
France and the Sov iet Union. 
Then a newsman asked: 
“You wouldn’t be dismay ed 
If the cease-fire lasted forev er?” 
“Nor disap p ointed,” 
rep lied 
Mr. McCloskey . 
This is more than a p assing 
comment. It may p rov e to be 
the real outcome of the whole 


Roman Emp ire. 
Today the Israelis hav e the 
sop histicated electronic weap ons 
to fig ht back, and they hav e 
the skilled workers to p roduce 
them. In fact, they sell wea­ 
p ons (the lig ht sub-Thomp son- 
like machine g un known as the 
Uzi) to many nations. 
I do believ e they hav e atomic 
weap ons. I hav e been following 
this dev elop ment since Russian 
p rop ag andists rep orted in 1962 
that the then Finance Minister 
Eshkol had org anized a nuclear 
p ower corp oration with a cap i­ 
tal of 50 million Israeli p ounds. 
And that it was nuclear arm a­ 
ment p lants which 
had been 
built at Nabi Rubin and Di- 
mona. 
It is unlikely that the p eop le 
of Albert Einstein and Enrico 
Fermi would need eig ht y ears 
to 
p iece 
the bomb 
tog ether 
ev en with string and wire. Or 
to 
imp rov ise 
atomic 
cannon 
just as they made the p rimi­ 
tiv e shrieking Dav idka mortar 
with which some 1500 Jewish 
fig hting men and women de­ 
feated 12,000 Arabs in one bat­ 
tle during the 19 48 war. 
Now ev ery body 
could 
sav e 
face, and lots more, if they 
would just sit down and neg o­ 
tiate face to face and then walk 
tog ether in the sun.

neg otiation. For the sad truth 
is that the United Nations, as 
p resently org anized, 
does not 
hav e the influence or determina­ 
tion to imp ose p eace, because 
Its members are reluctant to 
take the risks of inv olv ement in 
war. 
A p rime ex amp le of the fail­ 
ure of the United Nations is in 
the Far East, where, in 19 50, 
North Korea inv aded South Ko­ 
rea. The United 
Nations ar­ 
rang ed a cease-fire and an arm­ 
istice, but could not obtain a 
p eace treaty . Ev er since, there 
hav e been many v iolations of 
the Truce of 19 53, and a v irtual 
*tate of war ex ists which any 
day could bring about a major 
military conflict. But the world 
would p refer a cease-fire which 
at least confines the p otential 
bellig erents to their own terri­ 
tories. 
“ Peace” treaties which are 
unsatisfactory to one side or the 
other could soon cause a re­ 
sump tion of the fig hting . Eg y p t 
and Israel hav e certain issues 
on which they will not y ield 
But the United Nations may be 
able to p ersuade both p arties 
to resp ect a cease-fire indefi­ 
nitely 
without 
consummating 
any treaty . 
It is not necessary to eng ag e 
in a war in order to driv e home 
an imp ortant p oint in interna­ 
tional affairs. The inability of 
International influence to bring 
p eace ag reements is often relat­ 
ed to the fact that economic 
p ower has not been wisely used 
to sup p lement the United Na­ 
tions 
resolutions. 
Economic 
“ sanctions” hav e long been a 
p owerful weap on and can be 
emp loy ed to bring p ressure on 
countries which stubbornly re­ 
fuse to make ag reements that 
could p rov e not only beneficial 
to their own domestic welfare 
but help ful in p romoting trade 
relations with other countries of 
the world. 
Perhap s the chief reason why 
the United Nations ap p ears to 
be so weak is that the United 
States 
and 
the 
Sov iet Union 
hav e not been working tog ether 
in the security council. Lately , 
howev er, there hav e been some 
sig ns of coop eration between the 
two major p owers, p articular­ 
ly since Moscow has become 
rather ap p rehensiv e about Red 
China’s g rowing nuclear mig ht 
and its efforts 
to become 
a 
world p ower. If the Sov iet Un­ 
ion 
and 
the 
United 
States 
come to an ag reement on the 
limitation 
of 
nuclear 
arm a­ 
ments, certainly the two major 
p owers could be ex p ected 
to 
work tog ether in the security 
council. A new era could 
be 
op ened up if the United States 
and Russia beg an to op erate in 
unison on the council 
The Suez Canal, for Instance, 
is imp ortant to the trade of the 
world. If p eace can be brouht 
to the Middle East, ship ments 
of oil would be made less ex ­ 
p ensiv e than now, as many v es­ 
sels are oblig ed to g o around 
South Africa in order to deliv er 
their carg oes. 
Cease-fires are intended 
as 
temp orary measures. They are 
not by any means assurances 
of stability in troubled areas. It 
is, therefore, disheartening 
to 
note that ev en as the neg otia­ 
tions are beg inning , a feeling of 
p essimism p rev ails about the ef­ 
fects of dissension that has aris­ 
en in the Middle East between 
Eg y p t and 
her 
allies. 
While 
there may be ag reement on a 
cease-fire 
ev entually , 
there 
seems little assurance that a 
p eace ag reement 
with Israel 
will actually be consummated. 
The cease-fire may , indeed, g o 
on indefinitely .

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
first full-scale riot In this city 
since the Watts holocaust of 1965 
has left one person dead, more 
than 60 injured, 185 jailed and 
178 businesses 
vandalized or 
looted.
